Concerning fome praters ufed in the 
Catholike Church. 


Irft :Yeistrue the (criprure afirmeth there 
is one Mediator of God & men, man Chrift 
Tefus. Neuertheleffe this notwithftanding the 
holie Angels & Saints are alfo in fome praiers 
called our meditators: but ina farre different 
fenfe. Forjthe name of Mediator for fundrie 
confiderations is agreeable vnto Chrift after 
afarre moreexcellent maner then itis toe the 
Angels and Saints; efpeciallie for thefe. Firft 
ecaufe Chrift alone is by nature both God 
and man, and confequentlie alone by nature 
meane or mediator betweenc both, being per- 
taker of both natures. Secondly he alone 
through his owne propre dignitie being inf. 
nite through his Godhead, and withour the 
helpe, mediation or affiftance of any other, in 
ihis owne name, right, and through his owne 
sactits confidentlieand effeQually dealeth in 
our eaufes before God: and immediatlie by 


him-

himfelfe, and threuzh himfelfe makes inter- 
ceffion for vs, aad he himfelfe néeds no media 
tor. Thirdlie he alone is the mediator of re- 
demption; to wir, who along hath paid the 
raunfome of our finnes, redeémed,and recon- 
ciied vsto God. And in this fenfe principallie 
are the words of the Apoftle cited to be vnder- 
ftood:; For after that his {aying : There is one 
Mediator of Godand men, man ChriftIefus; 
he addeth: who gaue himfelfe 2 redemption 
for al. Bur for al sae refpects and reafons not 
agreeable ro any other, as is aforefaid, Chrift}] 
is worthilie called our one or onlice mediator. 
Neuertheleffe although this be moit true, yet 
the Angels and Saints in aa other fenfe, and in 
afarre inferior degree may alfo obtaine that 
name. For although they benot our mediators 
afcer fach an excellent maneras Chrift is;-yet 
are they mediators for vs by way of intercef- 
fioa,to wit becaufe by their praiers they ob- 
taine for vs fundrie benefits of almightie God. 
Butneither is this their mediation by way o 
iatefceffion any way comparable to that o 
Chrift deferibed. For whereas thar of Chriftis 
moft {upreme, abfolute, immediate, ‘and inde- 


pendenr‘as [have declared; that of the Angels 
and

land saints is not fa. For their interceflion is 
mediate through Chrift, and whatfoeuer they 
aske & cbtaine,they aske & obtaine it through 
this infinite merits whe 1s the immediate 
and higheftmediator. Thus one man living in 
ithis world by praiet may be a mediator foran 
other. Andin this fenfe Moifes is calleda me 
diator betweene Ged and the Ifraelites ia the 
lold Teftament. Hence it is enident that al- 
though Chrift alone be properiic-and in the 
higheft maner our onlie mediator, and confe-; 
quentlic alfo our onlie aduocate, to wit in the| 
fenfes before delivered; yet the Angels andj 
Saints may alfointhe fenfe affigned be named 
our mediators and aduecates ro wit of inter- 
ceffion after an imferior andlower maner. And 
in this fenfe onlie they are called our media- 
ors and aduocates wherefoeuer in any praier 
uch titles are giuen them. In which fenfe fuch 
raiets are no waies imiurious to Chrift or 
jreprehenfible, as appeareth by the premifies. 
Secondlie :itisthe common doérine of al 
catholikes thatitis bot lawfulto prayto An-

But we oughr only to pray 
ynto them that by their interceffion and praiers| 
they’obtaine fuch things asareneedful & pro- 
ficable to vs of almightie God the onlie author 
of al our good.Breitelie we ought only to pray 
to them in8 they pray for vs, andthereby ob- 
tainefor vs theaforefaid benefits. Neuerthe- 
leffe this non with ftanding fome praiers v{ual- 
lie faid and approued inthe church, feeme in 
wordsto beare a contrarie fenfe. But with the 
faid church they are to be expounded accor- 
ding tothe doctrine deliuered. wherefore al-' 
though the words do abfolutelie demand of, 
Angels or Saiats fome {piritual graces or bene-| 
fits,as forexample, that they loofe the bands: 
of our finnes &c, yet the church hath no other 
meaning, bur to demand of them, that they 
obraine for vs fuchbenefits through the me 
rits.of Chritt by their holie interceffion. 

Thirdlie : Although fome praiers may feeme 
precifelie ro be directed to the facred wood or 
figne of the croffe, which he things without 
fenfe or vnderftanding : yet the church in- 
eemdeth them to Chriit as hanging on the 
Croffe, and in that fenfe they areto be vader- 
ftood and faid. ‘
